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Report of the Memorial Committee. 

At the last annual town meeting, the Memorial committee 
was authorized to employ R. C. Sturges to prepare drawings of 
a Memorial Town Hall, the cost not to exceed $100,000. The 
sum of $1,000 was also raised and appropriated for the neces- 
sary expenses of the committee. Several meetings were held 
from time to time and the architect interviewed. After a 
thorough review of the situation, Mr. Sturges advised the com- 
mittee that in his opinion further plans should not be made until 
‘the town had voted to erect the proposed hall. The appropria- 
tion of $1,000 was therefore unexpended and is in the hands of 
the town treasurer.

Article 33. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $750 for the employment of a traffic officer for the 
village of Falmouth.

Indefinitely postponed. 

Article 34. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of $4,000 to complete the Brick Kiln Road, begin- 
ning at the point where work was left off two years ago, to the 
junction at Brick Kiln Road and Main Highway at East Fal- 
mouth.

To see if the town will take such action and pass 
such votes as may be necessary to make legal the issuance of 
bonds for the extention of the water mains in East Falmouth 
through the village of Davisville as voted for at the annual 
town meeting in February 1922 

Article 3. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money, not exceeding $20,000.00 for the purpose of ex- 
tending the water mains in East Falmouth through the village 
of Davisville, of which 2,000.00 will be paid this year and the 
balance be raised by serial notes or bonds issued in legal form 
therefor, and countersigned by the Water Commissioners,—the 
whole to be paid within 15 years from the date of issue; or to 
take any other action; or make any other provisions for raising 
and paying any appropriation under this article. 

(a) Voted, that articles 2 and 3 be considered together. 

(b) Voted, that in accordance with the authority conferred 
by the provisions of Chapter 39 of the Acts of 1922 the sum of 
$20,000 be raised and appropriated for the purpose of extend- 
ing the water mains in East Falmouth and through the village 
of Davisville; that of this amount, $2,000 be raised in this year ’s 
tax levy and the balance of $18,000 be raised by issuing bonds 
of the town therefor, and the Treasurer with the approval of 
the selectmen is hereby authorized to issue the said bonds pay- 
able 2,000 thereof annually, beginning one year from their date 
for four years and $1,000 annually thereafter until all are paid, 
the said bonds to be in legal form and countersigned by the 
Water Comissioners, 125 voting in the affirmative, none in the 
negative. Vote was declared unanimous. : 

Article 4. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Comissioners to borrow a sum, not exceeding $10,000, for a peri- 
od not exceeding three months in anticipation of reveipts from 
sale of Water Bonds. 

Voted, that the Water Commissioners be and are so auth- 
orized. This vote was declared unanimous. 

Article 5. To see if the town will authorize the School Com- 
mittee to purchase a tract of land at the corner of the Davisville 
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and EastFalmouth roads, consisting of one and one-half acres, 
the same to be used as a site for the proposed new school house, 
or take any other action for the purposes of this-article. 

Article 6. To see if the town will authorize the School Com- 
mittee to sell the present school house lot at Hast Falmouth and 
use the proceeds for the purposes of the new school house or do 
anything for these purposes. 

Voted,Articles 5 and 6 be taken up together. 

Voted, that the School Committee be and they hereby are 
authorized to purchase the tract of land at the corner of the 
Davisville and East Falmouth roads consisting of one and one- 
half acres for use as the site for the proposed new school house 
in East Falmouth. 

That the School Committee be and they hereby are author- 
ized and empowered to sell the present school house lot at Hast 
Falmouth, the proceeds from such sales to be used for the pur- 
poses of the proposed new school house, 94 voting in affirmative, 
7 in negative. 

At 9 o’clock and thirty minutes all business of the warrant 
had been completed. 

Voted, that the meeting be dissolved.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts of 
the town of Falmouth for the period from January 1 to Novem- 
ber 7, 1922, made in accordance with the provisions of Section 
40, Chapter 44 of the General Laws. This report is in the form 
of a report made to me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Ex- 
aminer of this Division, who was placed in charge of the work.

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
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January 1 to November 7, 1922, and submit the following report 
thereon: 

The financial transactions of the town as recorded on the 
books of the several departments receiving or disbursing money 
for the town, or committing bills for collection, were exmained 
and checked for the period covered by the audit. 

The books and acounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The cash books were footed, and the 
recorded receipts were checked and verified by a comparison 
with the records in the departments collecting money for the 
town and with the several other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury ; and the payments were checked 
with the orders approved by the selectmen authorizing the treas- 
urer to disburse town funds and with the original bills and pay- 
rolls on file in the several departments having charge of the ex- 
penditure of the appropriations voted by the town. 

The eash on hand November 7, 1922 was verified by actual. 
vount and the bank balances were reconciled with the state- 
ments furnished by the bank. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation 
of the treasurer’s cash. 

The records of expenditures chargeable against the various 
appropriations are kept in the several departments having 
charge of the activities for which appropriations are made, and 
the audit disclosed the fact that unexpended balances and over- 
drawn accounts are disregarded at the end of the year. If the 
work for which an appropriation was voted is not completed at 
the end of the year, and an unexpended balance remains, the 
balance is disregarded and a new appropriation .asked for to 
.complete the work, but if the account is overdrawn, the deficit 
is not provided for by appropriations. At the close of the fiscal 
-year 1921, there were seventeen accounts overdrawn aggregating 
$9,249.24, for which no provision has been made, and in addition 
there were seven departments which had unpaid bills at the close 
of the year aggregating $7,620.27. The town voted at the an- 
‘nual town meeting to pay unpaid bills of 1921 from appropria- 
tions for 1922. Section 31, Chapter 44, General Laws, provides 
that: 


No department of any city or town, except Boston, shall 
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ineur liability in excess of the appropriation made for the 
use of such department, except ‘in cases of extreme emer- 
gency involving the health or safety of persons or property. 
and then only by a vote in the city of two thirds of the mem- 
bers of the city council, and in a town by a vote of two 
thirds of the selectmen. 

In this connection I wish also to call attention to Chapter 
253 of the Acts of 1922, which read as follows: 

Chapter forty-four of the General Laws is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following new 
section :—Section 62. Any city, town or district officer 
who knowingly violates, or authorizes or dircets any offi- 
cial or employee to violate, any provision of this chapter 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars; and the mayor, selectmen, prudential committee, or - 
commissioners, shall, and five taxpayers may, report such 
violation to the district attorney who shall investigate and 
prosecute the same. 

It was also noticed that it has been the custom to credit cer- 
tain departments with receipts in adition to the appropriations 
voted by the town. In this connection I wish to call attention 
to Section 53, Chapter 44, General Laws, which is as follows: 

All money received by any town officer or department, 
except as otherwise provided by special acts and except fees 
provided for by statute, shall be paid by such officer or de- 
partment upon their receipt into the town treasury. Any 
sums so paid into the town treasury shall not later be used 
by such officer or department without a specific appropria- 
tion thereof. 

This statute evidently contemplates the appropriating of a 
flat sum for a particular purpose, and the use of receipts to re- 
duce the amount to be raised by taxation. I would therefore 
recommend that, in future, all appropriations be made for the 
full amount to be expended by each department, and fhat the 
receipts be estimated by the assesors in fixing the tax rate. 
This method will not mean an increase in the tax rate, although 
it will necessitate an appropriation of a larger sum than was 
formerly made when the receipts of a department were added 
to the amount appropriated. The great advantage of this meth- 
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od is that the town officials responsible for carrying on the work 
of departments will be informed early in the year of the amounts 
which will be available for their use, and they will thus be able 
to plan their work accordingly. 

The accounts of the tax collector for the year 1922 were ex- 
amined and checked in detail, all taxes prior to the current year 
having been accounted for. The commitment was checked and 
reconciled with the assessors’ warrant. The cash book was 
footed, and the recorded payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied by a comparison with the treasurer’s books. The abate- 
ments were checked with the records of abatements granted, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled. The 
cash on hand November 7, 1922, was verified by an actual count 
and the bank balance was verified by a statement from the bank. 

The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, and from the replies received 
I am satisfied that the accounts are correct. 

It has been the custom to charge refunds on account of 
taxes abated after payment against the miscellaneous account. 
I would recommend that this practice be discontinued and that 
this class of refunds be charged against the overlay account pro- 
vided for abatement of taxes. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reonciliation 
of the collector’s cash, and a summary of the tax accounts. 

The town elerk’s record of receipts on account of licenses 
and permits issued were examined and checked, and the record- 
ed payments to the treasurer were verified by a comparison with 
the trasurer’s cash book. 

The records of the fire department of receipts from rents, 
sale of old material, ete., were examined and checked. It has 
been the custom to retain receipts from this source in the depart- 
ment and make expenditures therefrom for various purposes. 
This practice is in violation of Section 52, Chapter 41, and Section ~ 
53, Chapter 44, General Laws. I would therefore recommend 
that this practice be discontinued. ;

The records of the moth department on account of receipts 
from charges for work on private property were examined and 
ehecked. The recorded payments to the treasurer were verified 
by a comparison with the treasurer’s books, and the cash on hand 
was verified. The cash on hand November 7, 1922, as called for 
by the books, was $1,215.15; of this amount $900. was paid to 


the town trasurer on November 20, 1922. 
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I would recommend that the practice of retaining cash in 
the office be discontinued, and that a full settlement with the 
town treasurer for all collections be made at least monthly. 

Appended to this report is a table showing a summary of 
the account. 

The records of receipts of the sealer of weights and measures 
from fees for sealing and testing scales, weights and measures 
were examined and checked. The recorded payments to the 
treasurer were examined and verified by a comparison with the 
treasurer’s books. 

Appended to this report is a table showing a summary of 
the account. 

The records of receipts and charges on account of services 
rendered and materials furnished by the highway department 
were examined and checked. The recorded payments to the 
treasurer were compared to the treasurer’s books, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and reconciled. 

Appended to this report is a table showing a summary of 
the accounts. 

The records of receipts at the town farm were examined, 
and the reported payments to the treasurer were verified by a 
comparison with the treasurer’s books. 

Appended to this report is a table showing a summary of 
the account. 

The records of receipts of the attendant of the bathing 
casino were examined, and recorded payments to the treasurer 
were compared with the treasurer’s books. 

Appended to this report is a table showing a summary of 
the account. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer of the trustees of 
the public library were examined and checked in detail. The 
original vouchers and payrolls were examined with the cash 
book, and the cash on hand was reconciled with the statement 
furnished by the bank. 

_ Appended to this report is a table showing a summary of 
the account. 

The accounts of the water department were examined and 
checked. The records of charges for water, service, and materi- 
al furnished were examined and reconciled with the treasurer’s 
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accounts. 

Appended to this report is a table showing a SONAR ARE of 
the accounts receivable accounts. 

In checking the accounts of the library trustees and the 
water department, it was found that the payment of bills and 
payrolls had been made without the approval of the selectmen 
as required by Section 52, Chapter 41, General Laws, which 
reads, in part ,as follows: 

The auditor or officer having similar duties in cities, 
and the selectmen in towns, shall approve the payment of 
all bills or payrolls of all departments before they are paid 
by the treasurer, and may disallow and refuse to approve 
for payment, in whole or in part, any claim as fraudulent, 
unlawful or excessive; and in that case the auditor or officer 
having similar duties, or the selectmen, shall file with the 
city or town treasurer a written statement of the reasons 
for the refusal; and the treasurer shall not pay any claim 
or bill so disallowed. This section shall not abridge the 
powers conferred on town accountants by sections fifty-five 
to sixty-one, inclusive. 

The securities and savings bank books representing the in- 
vestment of the Lawrence Academy, E. Beebe Library and Ceme- 
tery Perpetual Care funds were examined and verified. 

Appended to this report are tables showing the transac- 
tions of the funds. : 

The surety bonds, given by the treasurer, tax collector, 
water commissioners, and the treasurer of the Library trustees 
were examined and found to be in proper form. The town clerk, 
however, is not bonded as required by Section 13, Chapter 41, 
General Laws, which reads as follows: 

Every town clerk shall, within ten days after his quali- 

_ fication, give bond to the town for the faithful performance 
of his duties, in such sum and with such sureties as the 
selectmen may approve. If he does not give bond within the 
time prescribed, the selectmen may declare the office vacant 
and fill the vacancy in the manner prescribed in the follow- 
ing section. 

The balance sheet which is appended to this report is of 
especial interest, as it presents, in concrete form, data showing 
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the finaneial’condition*of the town: It will be noted that there 


are a number of everdrafts, which must be provided for by ap- | 


propriation. 

The Board of Selectmen in a town is, in reality, the Director 
of the Municipal Corporation, and should have at its service 
books and records which will furnish complete information as 
to the finances of the town, in order that as much time as pos- 
sible may be given to selecting the work most essential to be 
done with the means at hand. Every department official re- 
sponsible for the expenditure of money should be constantly 
advised of the amounts expended and the amounts available for 
the balance of the year, and should plan the work of the depart- 
ment accordingly. 

I would recommend the establishment of a reserve fund 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 6, Chapter 40, 
General Laws. Amounts from this fund ean be transferred 
only to meet extraordinary or unforseen expenditures, but its 
establishment will tend to prevent overdrafts or the necessity 
of calling special town meetings to make additional appropria- 
tions to meet such expenditures. 

I do not believe in, nor do I recommend, a complicated set 
of books; nevertheless, there should be kept in a single depart- 
ment eertain general records which show the assets and liabili- 
ties, the appropriations made and charges against the same, as 
well as a detail of all receipts and payments. These accounts, 
if kept up to date at all times, will enable the taxpayer to see 
at a glance the source from which revenue is received and the 
purpose for which payments are made, as well as the financial 
condition of the town. 

While engaged in making the audit, I received the hearty 
co-operation of the several town officials, and on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself I wish to express my appreciation for 
the courtesies received and the assistance rendered.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN, 1922. 


The Board of Selectmen herewith submit their annual report 
for the year of 1922. 

The board in making a general review of the work assigned 
to them by the annual meeting and what is required by the 
Standing Rules, would report that during the year there has 
been received and made by them, four petitions for the improve- 
ment of the town’s roads. We have relocated, located anew, 
widened and straightened the following roads: Morse, Hast 
and West Falmouth roads, Elm Street and Quissett avenue. The 
improvements to those roads are completed so far as intended, 
or as far as the sum appropriated would go, with the exception 
of Quissett avenue where some difficulty with property owners 
and other matters delayed the completion. 

The repairs to Lawrence Academy will be completed and 
we hope the various organizations who are to occupy the rooms 
will be enjoying the much altered interior as lodge and club 
rooms before this report is in the hands of the taxpayers. 

There was some delay in the setting of guide boards in 
“Megansett as several of the people much interested in the matter 
were in Europe during the summer and not until recently have 
we been able to determine how many and where it was thought 
advisable to have them placed. We have now placed an order 
and we hope to have them installed in the near future. 

The sale of Hose Houses has been attended to and the money 
_deposited to the credit of the Fire Department in the Treasurer *s 
thands. Not being able to get a bid as large as the town ordered, 
the houses at Teaticket and West Falmouth could not be sold. 
“We recommend that the price on these two buildings and lots 
be materially reduced so that the town may be able to sell them 
‘this coming year. 
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This board was appointed with the Highway Surveyor to 
present to the town a report on the establishment of building 
lines. We have set jointly with the Highway Surveyor and will 
make a verbal report at the annual meeting. 

We wish at this time to call the attention of persons having 
made with the town a deposit for the perpetual care of cemetery 
lots, under present laws and rendering of the State Department 
of Accounts we shall in the future years show only deposit 
and care, as it is ruled that any lot which has not had expended 
on it the whole amount of interest on deposit cannot have the 
surplus spent on it in some succeeding year, but that it becomes 
a balance of cash on hand to be credited to the perpetual care 
fund at the end of the year and cannot be otherwise expended 
so that in future the surplus or credits as have been carried 
from year to year will disappear and we have so notified the 
several agents of the cemeteries where these lots are situated, 
that in the future they must or may expend just the amount of 
interest due on the deposit for the current year and that any 
-unexpended balance goes back into the Treasurer’s hands. 

In the matter of street lights at Silver Beach, after con- 
sultation with the Cape & Vineyard Electric Co-, it was found 
that the sum of money voted was entirely inadequate and it 
was decided to let the matter go over to another year. 

Perhaps some explanation will be in order relative to the 
over run on the miscellaneous appropriation which the Select- 
men draw orders against. It will be noted that the appropria- 
tion has been exceeded by quite an amount and we will endeavor 
to show a few instances of how and why. Last year there 
was spent for forest fires $743.69; this year, $3,532.94. The 
insurance of buildings is another large excess. This was due 
to the fact that it was found that several of the town buildings 
were carried at much too low a figure and no provision could 
be made in time for the new school building at East Falmouth. 
In the matter of excess on salaries, no provision was made for 
the salary of the Collector of Taxes and the board did as has 
been done in the past—paid it and other excess of appropria- 
tions rather than call a Special Town Meeting. This is the last 
year that this will be done. If the Annual Meeting fails te 
appropriate sufficient money for the various town expenses, 
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Special Meetings will be called and more money will have to be 
raised and appropriated. 

The Cape & Vineyard Electric Co. are now furnishing cur- 
rent for 529 winter or year ‘round lights and 120 summer lights. 
The year ’round lights are now costing $1.40 each per month. 
The summer lights are costing $1.50 each per month, plus a coal 
charge when coal costs 10% above $4.00 per ton which is pro 
rated according to bill.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS, 1922. 


Another favorable season has enabled us to furnish an ample 
supply of water for all reasonable purposes. The two new 
boilers which were in process of installation at the time of our 
last report have been completed and are in use. The entire 
cost including connections, incidentals and consulting Engineers 
fee was $14,988-52 or $1,011.45 less than the appropriaton. 

At the last annual meeting we were instructed to make 6-in. 
extensions on Church Street and the Vineyard Sound lots at 
Woods Hole on the basis of a 9% guaranty. 

The cost of the extension on Church Street was $150.80 of 
the one on the Vineyard Sound lots $5,941.98. The appropri- 
ation for the latter was $6,600 of which $5,000 was to be bor- 
rowed on serial bonds and the balance taken from funds on 
hand. 

We were also instructed to lay a 6-in. main to Davisville 
and $20,000 was appropriated therefor of which $2,000 was to 
be raised by taxation and $18,000 to be borrowed on serial bonds. 
Immediately after the town meeting we commenced the work, 
using funds on hand and the $2,000 from the tax levy in anti- 
cipation of the sale of bonds, but much delay having occured 
in procuring the bonds we were obliged to take a temporary 
loan of $10,000 from the Falmouth National Bank to enable us 
to complete the work. The bonds were received and sold about 
August Ist. These bonds bear interest at the rate of 414%, 
The entire proceeds of both lots of bonds, including premium, 
was $23,198.03. 

Owing to a decided drop in the price of iron the cost of the 
Davisville Extension was much less than estimated: The trench- 
ing and filling was done by a contractor who made use of a 
tractor and thus made a saving; hence the entire cost was only 
$14,913.69. The balance of the proceeds of the bonds was placed 
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on interest as an extension fund. We have been advised that 
this sum can be used for extensions only and that by a two- 
thirds vote of the town. 

Owing to the rapid development of certain parts of the town 
the demand for minor extensions has been unprecedented but 
owing to our limitations we have been unable to meet all of 
these demands. It is true that the report of the Financial Secre- 
tary will show a small balance remaining of the $1,500 which 
we were allowed to expend, but that balance has already been 
appropriated but owing to certain complications has not been 
expended. We recommend that the amount which we are auth- 
orized to expend for such extensions be increased to $3,000 an- 
nually when we have funds on hand for the same. We were 
instructed to investigate the advantages to be derived from a 
new connection from the Pumping Station road to the Packing 
Plant on the Jones Road and to estimate the cost of the same. 
We employed our Consulting Engineer, Richardson & Gay to 
make the investigation and their report is annexed hereto. 

We were also instructed to place articles in the warrant 
which would allow the town to take such action as it sees fit. 

Minor extensions have been made North from Main street 
parallel to Gifford Street in Falmouth Village, the income from 
which is largely in excess of 9%, Similar extensions under a 
guaranty of 9% have been made at Maravista. The entire cost 
of such extensions was $1,409.60. The extension on Walker 
Street cost $319.69. 

24 new fire hydrants and 118 new services have been in- 
stalled. 

It has always been a serious question as to what kind of 
paint or coating was best for the standpipes. None of those 
tried have proved entirely satisfactory. This year we have tried 
a new coating furnished by M. B. Main of Camden, N. J. which 
is guaranteed to last seven years on the inside and five years on 
the outside of the pipe. Several of the neighboring towns are 
trying the experiment. 

We learn that a large number of extensions will be asked 
for at the coming town meeting. It should be remembered that 
the capacity of our main lines has been nearly reached and that 
satisfactory results cannot be expected if too great expansion 
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is undertaken. 

Any extensive irrigation is impossible. 

Application has been made by the Marine Biological Labor- 
atory for two extensions of 500 ft. each on its property at Gan- 
sett, 9% being guaranteed. We recommend that these be made. 

March 1st Mr. W. Arlton Turner who had served very ac- 
ceptably as Fireman and Ass’t Engineer for several years tend- 
ered his resignation to enter upon other business. Mr. C. E. 
Wirth who had served as Watchman and Fireman and who has 
a third class engineers license was appointed in his place and 
Mr. A. E- Perry, also a holder of a third class engineers license 
was employed as Watchman and Fireman. These appointments 
have proved very satisfactory. 

Our very efficient Chief Engineer met with a serious ac- 
cident which rendered him unable to do manual labor for some 
weeks but he remained in charge of the station and directed his 
assistants in their work by writing. We expect that he will be 
able to resume his active labor before this report is in the hands 
of the citizens.

We have further considered the proposed Jones Road ex- 
tension previously reported on, having in mind the further facts 
presented, namely 

1. That before long water mains must be run for domestic 
use on Jones Road, from the West Falmouth Road to Gifford 
Road; on Gifford Road, South from Jones Road to join present 
6-inch main; on Lake View avenue, from Jones-Gifford Road 
corner to present 4-inch. 

2. That you planned to run the new pipe parallel with the 
present 12-inch on the West Falmouth Road from##Jones Road 
to the Pumping Plant Avenue. 

As previously reported, the value of this proposed line (on 
Jones Road) to help out the general situation is not sufficient to 
justify the expense and the same amount of money could be 
more wisely expended: 

Regarding features mentioned in 1., we would say that no 
change in opinion is made by these considerations but that 
when a line is run through Jones Road from West Falmouth 
Road to Gifford Road it might well be an 8-inch pipe to connect 
now to a 6-inch and eventually to another 6-inch (Gifford Road) 
and a 4-inch (Lake View Ave.) A 10-inch line would be over- 
size while the 8-inch is slightly under-size, but is large enough 
when the type of development along these roads is considered. 

Regarding 2,. the paralleling of the 12-inch main on West 
Falmouth Road, this would neither be justified from the stand- 
point of fire protection, nor betterment of domestic service. 

Mr. Holton was under the impression that the cleaning out 
of the 12-inch main from the Pumping Plant to the Quissett 
standpipe was to be a very expensive matter and that the im- 
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provement would not last more than a few years. 

The length being considered is not over five miles, which at 
$2,500 (estimate per mile) means $12,500. The pipes have been 
in use 23 years and the cleaning should be effective for two- 
thirds as long or a matter of 15-16 years. Without a complete 
study of the system from fire protection and domestic use 
standpipes, we venture the opinion that the cleaning of this pipe 
would improve the system more effectively than would the ex- 
pendituure of the same amount of money in any other way. We 
would point out, however, that the test for loss of pressure in 
this length of pipe previously mentioned (our letter April 13, 
1922) should be made before deciding on the length to be 
cleaned.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


The twenty-third annual report of the Tree Warden, and 
my fourth, for the year ending Dee. 31, 1922,.is herewith sub- 
mitted: 

The request from real estate owners, both old and new, for 
more -trees to be planted in front of their property is getting 
greater every year and I have tried to carry out their wishes 
as nearly as possible. 

I planted trees on both sides of Walker St. as far as it goes 
as I believe it is more practical to plant on both sides of a new 
street at one time whether there are houses built all along or 
not. This will make the trees more uniform in years to come 
and will also help to improve the surrounding property to en- 
courage others to buy and build. 

I had to condemn and take out one of the oldest and largest 
trees in the town this fall near the telephone office. It was prac- 
tically all dead and was considered dangerous for the safety 
of the public. The Cape & Vineyard Electric Co., the New Eng- 
land Telegraph & Telephone Co. and the Swift Estate helped 
bear the expense.. Here I wish to thank the two above men- 
tioned companies for their co-operation in assisting me. With 
their help not a single telephone was put out of order and the 
electric current was only cut off for fifteen minutes during the 
whole operation of, cutting down this large tree.. 

The tent caterpillars were more in evidence this year than 
ever. While they last, which is only about four weeks, they are 
very destructive to fruit trees but more especially to the wild 
cherry. ‘‘Why don’t you spray?’’ is a question that has been 
asked me many times. In answer to this question I wish to state 
that when the caterpillars first hatch out, they feed on the young 
tender buds that have not even started to open. They keep on 
eating and leave nothing to hold the spray.. Besides the leaves 
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have to be old and strong enough to: stand this spray or it will 
burn them brown and they would look just as unsightly as if 
the caterpillars had eaten them off. 

The spraying season was favorable and the shade trees were 
sprayed in due time. The trees looked well all summer and held 
their foliage until late in the fall.

The twenty-third annual report of the Gypsy Moth and 
Brown-tail Moth work for the year ending December 31, 1922, 
is herewith submitted: 


GYPSY AND BROWN-TAIL MOTHS. 


Moth conditions throughout the town are much the same 
as last year. With the exception of several places, there was 
no heavy stripping on main highways. 

The usual creosoting has been done all over the town this 
fall and winter and very light infestions found. 

There is no marked increase in number of Brown-tail nests. 

After careful observation during the past few years, it is 
very plain that horse-drawn sprayers are not able to handle 
the situation efficiently. Too much time is lost moving from 
one part of the town to another, as conditions require, and 
through other causes. Some form of motor transportation 
should be considered another year. 

I have been informed that the State roads in this town 
another year will be sprayed first of any in the Cape section, 


: which will relieve the town equipment from this amount of 


work. 

It will be seen that I have expended $193.27 in excess of 
appropriation. In pest years I have been allowed, as other de- 
partments, to expend my credits, which amount this year to 
$1,487.30, but on being informed by State Auditors this could 
not lawfully be done, I immediately ceased work. 

I recommend that $4,000 be appropriated to continue the 
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work for the coming year.

REMARKS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The year opened in January with a number of small grass 
and brush fires, with very little loss, and at town meeting time 
the department had made eleven responses to alarms. 

During town meeting, the town authorized the Selectmen 
to sell the land, hose houses and equipment at East Falmouth, 
Teaticket, Falmouth Heights, Quissett, West Falmouth, and one 
of the two in Falmouth Center that were of no further use to 
the department. At a regular meeting of the Board of Engi- 
neers, it was decided to utilize the money received from the sale 
of these houses and land, to purchase two new pieces of appara- 
tus, motor-driven, and put one in commission in North Falmouth 
and the other, a ladder truck, in commission in the centre house 
at Headquarters. All but two parcels of land and the houses 
thereon were sold, namely: one in Teaticket and one in West 
Falmouth, and the Board of Engineers received a credit of 
$6,005.00 to be utilized for the purpose above mentioned. 

The apparatus purchased for Hose No. 9 in North Falmouth 
was received June 12th and placed in commission in North Fal- 
mouth July 8rd. The apparatus cost $2,000.00. The company 
at North Falmouth recommended the appointment of E. R. 
Hatch for permanent man, and he was appointed as of July 1st 
by the Board of Engineers. The ladder truck which was pur- 
chased from the Combination Ladder Co. of Providence, R. A 
was received on July 8rd and put in commission on the same 
date. The cost of this ladder truck was $3,233.00. This ladder 
truck is equipped to take care of ordinary forest fires, brush 
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fires, chimney fires and fires ofa small-nature without the aid 
of other apparatus, as well as for building fires, and responds 
to all alarms of fire. It is also equipped with the necessary de- 
vices and ladders to save human life in time of emergency. The 
addition of this piece of apparatus completed the requirements 
of the Insurance Exchange relative to apparatus considered 
necessary for the town of Falmouth. 

On May Ist, the Board of Selectmen appointed H. L. Pierce, 
E. J. Donnelly, R. A. Goffin, W. H. Denham, E. E. Kelley, R. D. 
Wells and A. E. Landers to constitute the Board of Engineers 
for one year. At the regular meeting held on that date, lis ODE 
Wells was elected chief, W. H. Denham, deputy chief and clerk, 
E. J. Donnelly, E. E. Kelley and H. L. Pierce a committee of 
finances and, purchasing for the Board of Engineers. All mat- 
ters of disbursements and receipts of the Board of Engineers, 
and all purchases were placed in the hands of that finance com- 
mittee of that board for the ensuing year. A separate report 
is made by that committee. ; 

On March 15th the permanent man of Hose No. 5, George 
W. Lake, resigned and George G. Ferris was appointed in his 
place. 

At a special meeting of the Board of Engineers, held June 
23d, the Chief Engineer requested the authority of the Board 
of Engineers to order on duty for all night, during the nights of 
July 3rd and 4th, respectively, certain extra men. By vote of 
the whole Board, the Chief was authorized to order on duty and 
pay at the rate of $4.00 per night, nine extra men at Headquar- 
ters, eight members of Hose Company No. 5, and five members 
of Hose Company No. 9. Vouchers for the pay of these men 
have been presented to the finance committee of the Board of 
Engineers, but at the time of making this report no further 
action has been taken in the matter. Reference is undoubtedly 
made in the report of that committee. 

The attention is drawn to the table of yearly fire losses as 
given:

It will be noted that this year there was an appreciable de- 
crease in the fire losses, but at the same time a larger number of 
fires reported. The reason for this is because of the growing 
confidence of the people to immediately call upon the fire de- 
partment to take care of the small fires that in the past would 
never have been reported, and this attitude is gratifying to the 
Chief because it shows that the citizens of the town are begin- 
ning to realize that the service they pay for is ever at their 
command. 

There have been several fires of mysterious origin during 
the past year, and owing to the fact that most of the fires have 
been in buildings either run down or of a deserted nature, leads 
to the belief that it is the work of a gang of men or boys bent 
on serious mischief and damage, rather than an attempt to burn 
and defraud for gain. All these fires have been properly re- 
ported and turned over to the state police authorities, who by 
status handle all such affairs. 

On the night before the 4th of July two fires of such nature 
broke out almost simultaneously, and a reward for information 
that would lead to the arrest and conviction of any person hav- 
ing to do with such fires, was posted by the Board of Selectmen, 
and also by the Board of Engineers. During the past year, D. 
Norman Wood was arrested and indicted by the Grand Jury for 
arson and an attempt to defraud. He was released on heavy 
bail to come up for trial in October, but defaulted his bail and 
fled from the state. There is at present a bench warrant out for 
his arrest and the state authorities are endeavoring to locate 
him and bring him in for trial. Additional means for solving 
the mystery of some of our fires in the past have been taken on 
through the Board of Engineers requesting the aid of the local 
police department, and county authorities, as well as the state 
police. 

The Chief Engineer reports that the excellent co-operation 
of the police department and Chief of Police Lawrence is very 
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much appreciated, and that on numerous occasions Chief Law- 
rence and his department have rendered valuable assistance to 
the fire department. 

Assistance to outside towns was rendered upon call for help 
three times during the year. The engine and Hose No. 9 re- 
sponded to Bourne, the chemical and extra men at Osterville, 
and the chemical and extra men to Mashpee. Several requests 
for an explanation have come to the Chief as to who bore the 
expense of help to outside towns. The same was taken under 
advisement and upon investigation by the Chief, it was found 
that it is the usual practice throughout the state that when a 
town or city has a department therein, that no charge is made 
by any department rendering aid to that city or town, having 
in mind that mutual aid can be asked and given. When a town 
does not have such protection, a bill for expenses incurred for 
help is rendered. Therefore, following that policy, a bill for 
expense was sent to the town of Mashpee, but none to Osterville 
or Bourne, as each of those communities have fire protection in 
the nature of a small department or company. On the other 
hand, this department sent a call for assistance to Osterville and 
Cotuit during a large forest fire in East Falmouth, last spring, 
and at present date no bill has been received for aid rendered 
by those communities. 

The Chief has no recommendations to make other than the 
town appropriate the sum of money asked for by the finance 
‘committee of the Board of Engineers. The fire department has 
no need for further apparatus or equipment to do its work, and 
the organization requests the financial backing of the town and 
also the moral help of the citizens so that the department may 
be able to do its work successfully.

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During the past year excellent results have been obtained 
by a system of tar and asphalt treatment on our shell roads and 
I feel certain that if this method is followed for the next two 
years these shell roads will stand the auto traffie nearly as well 
as those constructed by the costlier method, with stone. 

Streets similar to Shore and Gifford and several others, have 
now received a three year surface treatment and are in excel- 
lent condition. 

I recommend that our section of the Waquoit road receives 
special attention as this is a part of the through road leading 
down the Cape and is subjected to heavier traffic than it was 
originally expected to accommodate. By the expenditure of 
a special sum of money this road can be saved and made safe 
for travel for several years longer. 

The damage along our water fronts, by high water and 
storms, has been great and if these roads along several of the 
beaches are to be maintained in their present locations there will 
have to be more money allowed for that class of protection. I 
strongly recommend this as these shore roads are one of the 
Town’s greatest attractions as well as the shortest highways 
between our shore settlements, and we should maintain them 
to the longest possible and reasonable time. 

In conclusion I ask that serious consideration be given the 
maintenance appropriation of the Highway Department and 
enough money provided for this department to carry out the 
years cleaning, patching and repair work on the roads and to 
keep the bridges and railings repaired and painted.

There are outstanding bills amounting to about $100.00 
which shows plainly that the appropriation of $3,000.00 was in- 
sufficient. Therefore, in making this, our last report, and hav- 
ing no knowledge of the method of procedure for the following 
year to replace the work of the Board, we find that last year’s 
appropriation was inadequate to cover the expense of the Board, 
and so recommend an appropriation of $3,500.00. 

We also recommend that all school children receive the 
Schick test, which will be given under guidance of a member of 
the State Board of Health, and with the parent’s consent. By 
this test each child can be rendered immune from diphtheria 
and the town will be saved from spending much money in case 
of an epidemic.

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BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five for 
the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected annually. 
They shall serve without compensation. The moderator shall 
at each meeting appoint a committee of three to retire and nomi- ° 
nate the requisite number of voters, who shall if elected by the 
meeting, become members of the finance committee. 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
. with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 


Sec: 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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STANDING VOTES OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journed meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. Full notice of every special town meeting, including 
a copy of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date 
of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be 
held on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sests. 332 
and 333.) 


Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
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of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditures of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. : 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall have 
custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town clerk 
may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 


i i aa 
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Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total contract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action 
as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 


A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 


A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time 
of the report. 


A report of all streets laid out or constructed durmg the 
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year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 


The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January 1st, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in 
the town report, showing the several years in which rates are 
due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 


Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make exten- 
sions to the water mains or pipes, under proper contracts for a 
term not less than 5 years which shall return 6 per cent. per an- 
num on the cost of the extension, and not less than 3 per cent. on 
the cost of such extensions for depreciation. 
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ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
eeeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
receipted accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sec. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall ineur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
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ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, fieroharittive or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, See. 8.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation o¢ the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such sommittee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall en the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
ease the settlement #nd payment shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 5. The suditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town «»unsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which case the. 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 
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‘ARTICLE: VII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 
for a longer period than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any othes service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 


Sect. 4. Voted to—Reduce the number of constables to be 
elected from eight to two, and that the Selectmen have authority 
to fill any vacancy they shall see the necessity for. 


SECTION 5. GENERAL RULES. 
Voted that the heads of all departments, making a report 
in the Annual Town Report, to include a list of all indebtedness 
against their departments, not included in their annual report.

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TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


BY-LAWS RELATING TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license 
therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, or any 
other Board or officer may be designated) provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to any person who sells only 
fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself or his family 
or fish which is obtained by his own labor or the labor of his 
family. 

Section 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority 
to grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intentions to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay there- 
for a fee of $2.00. (Note. The fee fixed for such license must 
not exceed that which a licensee would be required to pay under 
section nineteen of Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 
242 General Acts of 1916.) . 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chapter 
65 of Revised Law(, or in any acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, until he has recorded his name and residence 
with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section as hawker or peddler of fruits 
and vegetables shall record his name and residence in like man- 
ner with such board or officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or 
exposing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 
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Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
peddler as described in Section three, shall provide himself with 
a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved by said 
(Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. Who- 
ever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without authority, 
shall be punished by the penalty provided in Section 10 of this 
by-law. (Any other board or officer may be designated in place 
of the Board of Health.) 

Section 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a 
licensee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing the number 
and date of expiration of such license. 

Section 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a 
badge or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person ‘with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his 
registration. 

Section 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the Same.) 

Section 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by- 
laws shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence, 

“--tron 11, All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herew.ili are hereby repealed.

No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lie street thall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer or traffic officer. 

Section 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 


Voted, that the Town approve of and hereby request the 
Selectmen to make the preceding rules and orders for the regu- 
lations of carriages and vehicles in accordance with Section 22 
of the General Laws.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee: 


This report of the schools for the year ending December 31, 
1922, will attempt to treat of certain activities and achievements 
that possess particular interest to local readers. There will be 
some suggestions which will seek to show desirable improve- 
ments demanding early consideration. There will be included 
also in this report a brief summary of the growth and develop- 
ment of the local school system during a period of ten years. 
This period of ten years covers a transition stage in the develop- 
ment of the school system of Falmouth from conditions that had 
changed very little from those that obtained under the district 
system in 1872 or 1873 to conditions as they exist today—with 
schools organized and taught acceptably according to the present 
day method. This change has taken place in ten years, practi- 
cally, and seems to give the particular period an interest suffi- 
ciently important to justify a brief treatment in this report. 

This report is the forty-first in the series of annual reports 
of the. Superintendents of Schools of Falmouth. It contains the 
report of the Superintendent together with reports of special 
departments, etc. There is as usual a statistical appendix 
which shows the growth in school population during a period of 
years, the distribution of school population by sex, grade, and 
age; certain comparative financial statistics showing relative 
costs of different items of the school budget each year as com- 
pared with those same items for several years previous; together 
with other statistics and matters of interest and importance. A 
careful reading of this entire report including all statistical tables 
will give complete information on most of the questions that 
citizens have raised at any time concerning the conduct of the 
schools. 
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NEW SCHOOL BUILDING 


The erection of a new school building is a noteworthy 
achievement for any community or any municipality at any time. 
At this particular time and in this particular town the erection 
of a building at East Falmouth is indeed a matter of particular 
interest and especially worthy of note. A rather rapid growth in 
population through the entire eastern section of the town from 
the Village of Teaticket eastward to Waquoit had, during a 
period of ten years, taxed and over taxed the housing facilities 
of these districts beyond the belief or understanding of a con- 
siderable number of citizens. It is probably not generally under- 
stood even today that over fifty per cent of the children in the 
first six grades are living in this district. There are probably 
many citizens still who had not fully realized the acuteness of the 
housing shortage in this district. 

A new building at East Falmouth was authorized by vote 
of the town in February, 1922. The School Committee at once 
proceeded to procure plans and specifications for a six-room 
building with auditorium. At a subsequent special meeting the 
School Committee were authorized to secure a lot consisting of 
one and one-half acres at the junction of the Davisville road and 
the main highway. The building erected according to the fol- 
lowing plans was completed in December, 1922, and was occu- 
pied December 11, 1922. It will be noted from an examination 
of these plans that all the class rooms are on the ground floor; 
that the rooms are of standard size and have unilateral lighting; 
that all toilets, drinking fountains, and coat rooms are on the 
same floor. The basement consists of a boiler room and a coal 
storage for 30 to 40 tons of fuel. A large assembly room at one 
end of the building is used interchangeably as gymnasium and 
assembly hall. The plan also provides for subsequent additions 
as the population of this district increases. 
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On the opening of the new building the one-teacher schools 
at Waquoit and Pine Ridge consisting of grades one to six each 
were closed and the children transported to East Falmouth. It 
was also found necessary to transfer children from Teaticket to 
this school to relieve overcrowding at Falmouth and Teaticket. 

The school at West Falmouth having a very small registra- 
tion of pupils in June was closed and the pupils transported to 
Falmouth at the opening of the school year in September. 


TEACHERS AND SALARIES 


It is quite proper and fitting to commend briefly in passing 
upon the general excellence of the teaching service which the 
schools now have. It is, I believe, evident to even a casual ob- 
server that there has been a very great improvement in the 
quality of teaching in recent years. Better ;alaries have been the 
chief cause of this improvement since the town has thereby been 
able to bid for a higher type of teacher and a better quality of 
teaching. 

At the present time the town is paying elementary teachers 
(Grades I-VI) salaries ranging from a minimum of $1,000 to a 
maximum of $1,400. It pays high and junior high school teach- 
ers a minimum of $1,100 and a maximum of $1,700. Principals 
and special teachers are not included in this list since they are on 
individual schedules.

HIGH SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS 


You have known for the past two or three years that the 
present high school building is inadequate in size and in the facili- 
ties it affords for proper instruction. No school building at the 
present time would be considered adequate which did not pro- 
vide a place for school assemblys and indoor sports and gym- 
nasium classes. There should be also labratories for agriculture, 
high and junior high science. A special room for cooking 
classes, sewing classes, typewriting, bookkeeping and a library 
in addition to regular class rooms. ‘There should be a lunch 
room. No modern school would be without all of these. It 
would seem that some step should be taken to remedy the present 
situation. Perhaps the appointment of a special committee to

go into the matter thoroughly and submit a report would prove 
a helpful method of informing the public of the true situation. 


TEN YEARS OF GROWTH 


In closing the report I wish to make brief reference to the 
growth and development of the schools in ten years, 1913 to 1922 
inclusive.

In 1922 the schools were offering two types of work not 
offered in 1913, namely Physical Education requiring 1 teacher, 
Primary Supervision requiring 1 teacher. Deducting these two 
special teachers required by these new departments and the num- 
ber of teachers for 1922 shows an actual decrease of nearly 3 per 
cent over the number for 1913. 

It should be pointed out that owing to improvements in 
organization (motor transportation and consolidation of small 
districts) an increase of 32 per cent in the school attendance was 
followed not by an increase in the number of the teaching staff 
but by an actual decrease of 3 per cent.

Of 20 elementary class rooms in 1913 only 2 had 1 grade 
to the teacher. 


Of 21 elementary class rooms in 1922 16 had but 1 grade and 
one teacher. 


In 1913 teachers received salaries as low as $10 and $11 per 
week for 36 weeks. In 1875 teachers in Falmouth received as 
high as $9 and $10 per week for a year of 36 weeks. 


In 1922 the salaries of teachers was on a par with the 
average salaries paid throughout the State. 


This brief summary shows the very ‘considerable change 
that has taken place in the last ten years. In 1913 the schools 
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were organized very much as they were when the old district 
system was in use in 1872 or 1873, The length of the elementary 
school year was the same and salaries of teachers had been but 
slightly advanced not more than $2, $3 or $5 per week for a 
school year of 36 weeks. In about forty years prior to 1913 
there had been no change in the length of the school year and no 
more than $100 advance in salaries paid teachers. 

The developments of this ten-year period have been rapid. 
It has been a source of much pleasure and satisfaction to me to 
realize that the people of the community have kept pace with 
these developments and have demonstrated their faith in the 
policies which have made them possible.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF ‘THE LAWRENCE 
HIGH SCHOOL AND THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL, 


: December 15, 1922, 
Mr. Carl Holman, 


Superintendent of Schools, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 

It is with pleasure that I submit to you my second annual 
report of the work done in the Lawrence and Junior High 
Schools. 

The year of school just passing has gone quickly and pleas- 
antly. The fall term opened September 11 with eight of the 
teachers of last year returning and with four new members of 
the faculty. With two of the three part-time teachers new this 
year, this indicates a faculty of which 60 per cent has had pre- 
vious experience in this school. All of the faculty are cordially 
loyal to the school and are co-operating earnestly for its success. 
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The membership of the two schools on December 1, 1922, 
was distributed as follows:

Our total enrolment for this year to date is 78 in the senior 
high school and 156 in the junior high school, making a total of 
234 in both schools. We make every effort to keep all pupils 
in the school as long as possible, but it is inevitable that some 
drop out for various reasons. The elimination for the school 
year of 1921-22 was around 12 per cent for the two schools. 
Often the greatest elimination occurs between the closing of 
school in June and the opening in September. The approxi- 
mate figures showing the number dropping out of school last 
summer are as follows:

Our per cent. of attendance is excellent, and we have 
comparatively little tardiness. These figures for the three 
months just closing, indicate this fact:

One division of one class maintained such a high daily at- 
tendance that the per cent. for the month of November was 
98.88 per cent. This is exceedingly gratifying. 

The program of study provides for about five curricula more 
or less distinctly defined in the senior high school, but of which 
only about three find their beginnings in the junior high school 
during its third year.

On the evening of June 13, the Class of 1922, comprising 
eight boys and seven girls, graduated from the Lawrence High 
School, and on June 16, twenty-three members of the graduating 


class of the Junior High School received their diplomas from 
your hands. 
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The graduation exercises of the Class of 1922 reflect much 

credit. upon the members of the class and upon the work of the 
school. Their essays and selections were well prepared and well 
delivered notwithstanding the handicap of sudden darkness. 
The literary part of the program was centered about the interpre- 
tation of the deeper significance of L. H. S., interpreting Law- 
rence High School in terms of Loyalty, Honor and Service. The 
literary and musical selections on the program led up in perfect 
unity to a literary and musical climax. A pleasing feature of the 
evening was the presentation of the diplomas by Honorable 
Payson Smith, Commissioner of Education for the State of Mas- 
sachusetts, and his presence here was indeed an honor to Fal- 
mouth. : 
The fact that the graduation exercises were held on Tues- 
day evening preceding the closing of school enabled the teachers 
to complete the work of the week in a much more satisfactory 
manner than when the exercises are held on the evening of the 
last day of school. This plan has met with so much approval 
that we hope it may become a permanent feature. 

Of the fifteen members who graduated June 13, four are 
attending college, one is attending a college preparatory school, 
and three are doing graduate work in this school. Thus, eight 
of the fifteen, or about 53 per cent. are continuing their educa- 
tion. Of the twenty-three graduates from the junior high school, 
all except two, or about 91 per cent., are now enrolled in the 
senior high school. Of these two, one was a member of this 
school until recently, and the other is probably not attending any 
school this year. 

On the evening of April 28, 1922, the very interesting play 
based upon Louisa M. Alcott’s book, “Little Women,” was given 
by the school. It was a decided success from every standpoint. 
We believe that the training derived from participation in such 
an affair contributes in no small measure toward a well-rounded 
education. This year we expect to stage another play during the 
spriug months under the same coaching. 

The spring concert was given on the évening of June 16, 
just after the closing of school. It was largely school talent, 
assisted by Mr. John Kennedy Lacock, Projection Artist, by 
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Mr. George Sykes, Tenor, by Miss Anne G. Fowler, Reader, and 
by Mr. Claude E. Saunier, Pianist and Accompanist. This con- 
cert was prepared on short notice, but proved very successful. 

The School Orchestra furnished the music for the school 
play, the spring concert, and graduation. In addition to this, 
we had last year a Glee Club and a Chorus, which did excellent 
work at the spring concert and at graduation. ‘This sort of 
training means much to those who participate. 

Both schools participated in the Physical ‘Training Demon- 
stration, on the Field Day, June 9. Many spectators witnessed 
the exercises, which passed off smoothly and successfully. The 
work in this department fully demonstrates its value. The work ° 
in calisthenics has an invigorating and corrective effect. It 
makes for alertness of mind, as well as grace of movement and 
perfect physical development. Too often those who do not fol- 
low the work in detail, consider that the part of the physical 
training period which is devoted to games is entirely wasted, but 
they neglect absolutely many of the results achieved. Most peo- 
ple do not know how to play, but it is equally true that most peo- 
ple wish they did know how to play. A major object of physical 
education is to teach boys and girls interesting and beneficial 
games which will prove a never-ending fund of enjoyment and 
benefit all their lives. The great principles of team play, fair 
play, and clean sportmanship are impressed through the medium 
of these games, and these results are far-reaching. The imme- 
diate result is that the boys and girls return to their work with 
circulation greatly increased, bodies refreshed, and minds alert. 
It is noticeable that better mental work is done when physical 
training is a part of the day’s program. 

A new impetus has been given to athletics, and the athletic 
prestige of the school may be revived. ‘The success of the athle- 
tic teams reflects much credit upon the boys and girls and upon 
the school. 

The different curricula listed above indicate something of 
the breadth of the work this school is doing. The Agricultural 
Department is month by month demonstrating its value to the 
community. The boys in this department receive individual at- 
tention and instruction of the sort that achieves results. Much 
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that is learned in this course is applied at home through the pro- 
ject method of teaching. Much of the work is of the sort that 
will prove its worth later rather than at the present time, and 
the value of this department to this community will be far more 
evident twenty-five years hence. Some immediate results, how- 
ever, are the successes achieved by our boys in a stock-judging 
contest at Amherst last spring. Our team won third place 
against teams representing county agricultural schools with far 
greater resources than we have for the work. One of our boys 
won seventh place in.the entire contest against fifty-three com- 
petitors, and in the swine-judging contest, our boys won first, 
second, and third places. 

We do not lose sight of the fact that the main business of 
the school is to teach the fundamentals, and the work of teach- 
ing the regular subjects of the curricula progresses well indeed 
under the direction of the various teachers , 

One of the chief objectives of the school is the teaching of 
citizenship, in order that the boys and girls will be prepared 
when they leave us to become worthy citizens in a progressive 
community. To this end, the great fundamentals of right citi- 
zenship are inculcated in every way possible in both schools. 
In the first and second years of the junior high school, the prin- 
ciples of civic responsibility are taught. In the third year of the 
junior high school, we have introduced a new course called Com- 
munity Civics. This is a half course, and the pupils complete 
the year with general science. In the civics work, the pupils 
are making a detailed study of their own community and its 
problems. They are acquiring a first-hand knowledge of the du- 
ties of the town officers and the citizens in co-operating to make 
this an ideal community. They study the history of the town, 
the various phases of the town government, the public works, 
the health activities, the educational system, religious opportuni- 
ties, and many special problems. In no other way, perhaps, 
could such interest be developed in the part they must now and 
later play in making the town what they wish it to be. The vari- 
ous town officials have been very kind indeed in co-operating 
with the class in explaining the details of town affairs. 

In the senior high school this civic idea is maintained in all 
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the work in the social sciences, and the class in United States 
history and civics, the senior class, acquires a good working 
knowledge of the national government and of the various vital 
problems that are now and often before the American people. 

We believe heartily in the modern idea of the educative 
value of the. properly conducted assembly. Several times 
through the year, we devote a period of the day to a special pro- 
gram when the two schools participate in something which 
means more to them than does the routine work in the regular 
school subjects. The broadening influence of this sort of thing 
is hardly over estimated. We have had special programs, as for 
Thanksgiving Day, Christmas Day, Lincoln Day, and Memorial 
Day. We have had special musical assemblies, and several in- 
teresting lectures on art. For the time occupied the returns 
are large. 

A feature of the extra-curriculum activites that has helped 
much in making the English written work good is the weekly 
paper, THE LAWRENCIAN. The fact has been clearly esta- 
blished that the composition work has shown a marked improve- 
ment, due largely to the paper. All written compositions are 
prepared with the knowledge that the best work will be printed, 
and there are few greater incentives to painstaking work than 
the feeling that “it may be printed,” 

In my work of supervision, many tests have been given. 
Last year the Henmon French tests were given in the French 
classes and the Henmon Latin tests in the Latin classes. Both 
of these tests indicate that the instruction in these classes is se- 
curing results fully up to the standard. Only a few of the pupils 
fell below the standard score, and some received very high 
marks indeed. 

The Ayres’ Scale was used this fall to measure the spelling 
efficiency of the second and third years of the junior high school. 
The third year scored 86.7 and the second year scored 88.2 out 
of a possible 100. This indicates the need for special attention 
to spelling, and this subject is being stressed in all three years of 
the junior high school. We feel that this is fundamental. Words 
are not merely assigned. They are taught. Pronunciation is 
emphasized, and unusual forms are given such attention as will 
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help to make them correctly spelled. 

The Burgess Scale for silent reading has been used with the 
very first and second year junior high pupils. The results of 
this test show very clearly the need of special attention to vo- 
cabularies and the use of oral and written English in an effort to 
enable the pupils to read understandingly. Inability to read 
English well is a serious hindrance to success in history, geogra- 
phy, physiology, and arithmetic classes, as well as in English 
classes. This handicap appears greatest in the case of those 
pupils whose parents do not speak English well. Our attention 
is now directed towards such measures as will compensate the 
disadvantage under which those individuals work. 

The problem of getting work done is ever present. It 
seemed at the beginning of the year that parents should be noti- 
fied with greater frequency than four times a year of the progress 
their children are making, and it was deemed advisable to try 
out a system of sending out monthly reports. These are mailed 
every month because they do not have to be returned to the 
school. We like to have the parents read the reports carefully 
and co-operate with us in getting the work done in a creditable 
manner. Some of the barge pupils who have work that should be 
made up after school, are unable to stay, and it is inevitable that 
their marks show the deficiency. If there could be one day a 
week, at least, when the barges could be delayed for a half hour 
or more, it would give in many cases the requisite time for over- 
coming these deficiencies. ‘The town pupils can stay for help 
any afternoon that appointments can be made with the teachers. 
But little make-up work can be done during school hours, and 
where this is possible, barge pupils are given preference. Not- 
withstanding this difficulty, the barge system has so many ad- 
vantages that this inconvenience is fully compensated. 

The lunch counter which was opened last year, has proved 
so necessary to the well-being of the school that it has been 
opened again this year. In spite of the lack of a suitable space, 
we have excellent equipment, and hot lunches are served daily to 
more than half the pupils in this building. During the first 
month after the lunch room was opened this fall, the average 
mark of the pupils in this building showed an appreciable in- 
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crease, which may be due in part to the fact that a hot lunch at 
the noon hour contributes greatly toward successful mental 
work. If all parents understood the comparative values of the 
hot and cold lunch, we feel that more pupils would be given 
money to patronize the lunch room. All food is served at cost. 
Thus far not a cent of profit has been made. 

The problem of seating the pupils is urgent. This building 
is overcrowded. ‘The lower recitation rooms have a normal 
Seating capacity of 70, but during two periods they seat about 
95 pupils. Suitable accommodations for the junior high school 
are needed now. ‘The efficiency of the junior high school organi- 
zation would be greatly promoted if all three years were in one 
building. Falmouth is a growing town, and its building pro- 
gram should keep pace with its progress in general. 

A few recommendations might be in order here: 

1. We have an excellent moving picture machine, which 
could be utilized if the main room were provided with curtains. 
This would also enable us to use the projection lantern in that 
room for the benefit of a much larger group than at present. 

2. We need a library in the school. The main difficulty 
would be to provide a place for it, under the present already 
overcrowded conditions. A corner of the main room might be 
set aside for this purpose. This would not interfere with the 
permanent seating, but would limit the capacity of the room for 
special assemblies. 

3. The present tendency in the marking systems of the 
State is toward literal marks and four passing grades, as out- 
lined in the MANUAL, FOR HIGH SCHOOLS. It would seem 
to be an advantage to have both of these changes. That which 
usually accompanies abolishing the numerical marks, that is, 
the substitution of honor groups for the salutatory and valedic- 
tory honor parts, need not now be considered, but it will inevit- 
ably come with the passing of the years. 

4. The school is covering a broad field of work, but there 
is no one feature of this work that we do not now consider in- 
disputable. ‘The teaching load is in the main heavy. The tea- 
chers do not have free periods enough to do their best work. 
Hence, we shall before long need another teacher. 
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5. The Great War placed a proper emphasis upon physical 
education, and the schools of the country have wisely adopted 
a constructive program covering this phase of education. This 
community, like many others, lacks gymnasium facilities which 
are so vitally needed for this work the year through. We need 
gymnasium accommodations upon the school grounds. 

This report does not even approximate completeness, but 
it has made mention of some of the outstanding features of the 
work of the past year. From my own standpoint, the work has 
been pleasant and interesting. I have enjoyed and appreciated 
from the beginning your kind thoughtfulness and wise co-opera- 
tion. It has also been my good fortune to find all the teachers 
ready and willing to work together for the best interests of the 
school. Without this no worthy work would be possible.

REPORT OF THE INSTRUCTOR OF MANUAL TRAIN- 
ING AND PHYSICAL TRAINING 
MANUAL TRAING REPORT 


The work in the manual training department of Lawrence 
High School is divided into three classes, class project work, 
individual project work, and repair work. 

The class project work is taken by the first year pupils of 
the junior high school. The class decides on some small pro- 
ject that may be used in the home and each member of the class 
plans the work. The first project completed by this class was 
a twelve inch tie-rack. 

The second class of work mentioned, the individual project, 
is taken up by members of the upper classes after they have 
gained a knowledge of tools and wood work in general. Each 
member of this group is allowed to pick some project for his 
own use at home and individual help is given him on the article. 

The repair work is another line of endeavor that is being 
tried out along definite lines. Any article around school that 
is broken or has been broken is sent to the repair shop, and 
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the classes in manual training are put to work on it. This gives 
the pupils a chance to use the knowledge they have gained from 
their class work. Here again we have a chance to instill in the 
pupil’s mind the idea of service. The saving that this depart- 
ment has caused the town is kept on record and that forms a very 
definite idea of serving the school and town in the boy’s mind. 

At present there are eighty-five enrolled in the manual 
training classes. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING REPORT 


The work in the physical training department is divided into 
two general classes, mass training and individual training. 

Each boy in the junior and senior high schools is required 
to take part in one of these forms of training. 

In the mass or class training the entire group is given in- 
struction in setting-up exercises and ordinary gym work. Vari- 
ous games are practiced by the class that have a direct connec- 
tion with our three major sports, football, basketball, and base- 
ball. 

When it is possible this class reports out of doors for its 
work but during the winter months this must be carried on in 
the lower town hall but this space is hardly big enough to ac- 
commodate the large classes that use it. A new gym would 
solve this problem of space and in the end would save the town 
money by taking care of the wear and tear caused by the classes 
and basketball games at the town hall. 

The other phase of physical training, that which has to do 
with individuals training, is voluntary as far as the student is 
concerned. This work requires practice outside of school hours. 
Football, basketball, and baseball make up the program for the 
year. 

The last football schedule was brought to a close Thanks- 
giving day. During the season ten games were played, Falmouth 
won seven, lost two and tied one. The team scored 255 points 
against our opponents’ 95 points. 

The basketball season was started soon after football and 
up to date the team is headed toward a successful season.

Dear Sir: 


I herewith submit the report of my work as Primary Super- 
visor and Principal of the Falmouth Grammar School for the 
year of 1922, 

As Primary Supervisor, I have outlined for the teachers the 
minimum amount of work to be covered in the grades for the 
year; suggested books; seat work material, and devises for drill- 
ing and testing to meet the peculiar needs of their classes; and 
inspected the book closets aiding in discarding unsuitable ma- 
terial and replenishing with books and material better adapted 
to the present needs. 

Beyond that, my work has been that of a “helping teacher” 
rather than of a supervisor. At least one day a week has been 
spent in visiting the outside schools. No regular schedule has 
been followed, but the time has been spent where the need of 
help seemed most urgent. It has been my aim not merely to in- 
spect or criticize the work of the regular teacher, but to work 
shoulder to shoulder with her for the best interests of her school. 

My visits might be classified as 1.) observation periods, 2.) 
teaching periods, 3.) testing periods, and 4.) periods for inten- 
sive work with individual pupils. 

I have found it of great help at times in visiting a room, to 
observe the work of the regular teacher. The children are 
then at work under normal conditions. If there are problems of 
organization, discipline, or school management, they can be the 
more clearly understood through having seen them arise; and we 
can then face them and solve them together. If the pupils are 
having difficulty in grasping new work, or in retaining what 
has already been presented, a new devise is often suggested by 
observing the teacher’s methods and the reaction of the children. 

At other times I have taken the place of teacher that I 
might test the progress of the class and discover its ability or its 
weakness, introduce some new phase of the work for the teacher 
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therby acquainting her with the method or presentation, or try 
to overcome some difficulty that she has found baffling. 

By testing periods:I have been able to pick out for the tea. 
cher the weak pupils in her class who need special help or added 
drill, and insure a firm foundation for each advance step. 

In every class there is some child who needs individual 
help. The teacher cannot justly take the time from the class 
to give him all the individual attention he may require to enable 
him to keep pace with his class. As “helping teacher”, I have 
taken the child out of the class-room, where the embarassment 
of failing before his mates often hinders him from trying, and 
worked with him alone, giving him my whole attention for a 
reasonable length of time. A special effort has been made to dis- 
cover the weakness of the classes, and the children who have 
difficulty in doing the work of their grade, at the beginning of 
the year, through careful and systematic testing; and, co-operat- 
ing with the teacher, give to those classes and pupils extra time 
and special help that they may successfully complete the work 
of their grade before the end of the year. 

May I express my appreciation of the opening of the new 
six-room school at East Falmouth which will, I believe, prac- 
tically eliminate the biggest problem which we had to face last 
year; namely, the problem of the six-grade, one-teacher school. 
Under these new conditions we shall be able to develop more 
fully the work of each grade, and to give children more individ- 
ual attention than has been possible in the past. 

Since the greater part of my time is, of necessity, spent in 
the Falmouth School, may I make special mention of some 
developments that have occurred there during the past year. 

Forty-one per cent of the children are forming the Thrift 
Habit by saving their money and investing in Postals Savings 
Stamps and Certificates. While this is not as large a percentage 
as we hope to have, it is a decided gain over the year before, and 
the total savings of the past year has amounted to something 
over $450.00. 

A Girl Scout Troop has been formed under the leadership 
of Miss Mildred D. Hatch, Captain. Meetings are held weekly 
at the school building. The regular work of the scouts is being 
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taken up including knot-tying, semaphore codes, and a course 
in First Aid and Home Nursing given by Miss Holden. Ten 
girls already have passed their first tests nang are nationally en- 
rolled as Tenderfoot Scouts. 

Last winter we came to feel that the cold lunch for growing 
boys and girls was a problem with which we should be con- 
cerned. ‘The teachers personally interviewed the parents and 
suggested a plan for serving hot cocoa at the noon hour. They 
found the parents willing and eager to co-operate by contribut- 
ing to a fund to defray the necessary expense involved. Several 
organizations in town showed their interest by contributing 
toward the equipment,—a four burner oil stove, cooking utensils, 
and cups. One of the basement play rooms was converted into 
a kitchen. The pupils themselves readily assumed the responsi- 
bility of preparing and serving the cocoa, and of washing the 
cups. For ten weeks the children were served each day with a 
cup of hot cocoa. The nurses reported a noticeable gain in their 
health records as a result. 

Although this work is not mentioned in the school curricu- 
lum, we feel that it has been a factor, nevertheless, in the educa- 
tion of the children. 

In closing, let me express my appreciation of the spirit of 
loyalty and co-operation manifested by all those with whom 
I have been associated. It is a continual inspiration to work 
in such an atmosphere.

Dear Mr. Holman: 

I am glad to have the privilege of issuing my first report 
as Supervisor of Music for the Schools of Falmouth. 

It is only right to begin by expressing my appreciation for 
the high standard of work which prevails in the Falmouth 
schools. The espirit de corps among the teachers is excellent 
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and is producing splendid results. Seldom indeed have I had 
the privilege of witnessing such artistic results as are being 
accomplished in all of the grades. With such enthusiastic co- 
operation on the part of the teachers and eager expectancy on 
the part of the pupils music teaching with all that it- means is a 
continuous joy to all; teachers, pupils and ultimately the com- 
munity. 

For the future I have based a course of study more or less 
upon the State outline of technical matter to be used in the 
grades. It is necessary first to teach thoroughly the science 
language and literature of music for there can be no artistic free- 
dom until the form is mastered. At the same time we carefully 
avoid the error of losing the comprehensive in the technical. 
Our ideal is genuine appreciation in the highest meaning of the 
term, and with this ever before us we aim to develop the ethical, 
cultural, aesthetic, emotional, intellectual, social and vocational 
values in music. 

In the High School we have two enthusiastic singing ses- 
sions each week; one for the Senior high school and one for the 
Junior division. Here, also, I wish to express my sincere appre- 
ciation to the Principal and teachers for their courteous and 
helpful co-operation. We had a good example of this in the ex- 
cellent graduation program which was rendered last June. Our 
chorus singing is of the best, we have a good orchestra, and a 
Glee Club has just been organized. The Spring Concert which © 
I understand is an annual event is now in preparation and I have 
no doubt will meet all legitimate expectations. 

I have but one recommendation to make and that is that 
in common with other up to date and progressive high schools 
there ultimately be introduced elective advanced courses in har- 
mony, theory and music appreciation. 

Just a word regarding our aims in general. There is no 
question but that our American homes will be greatly benefited 
by the introduction into them of a true love of music of the 
highest type. But the music which is to be introduced into the 
homes must first be taught in the schools. From the homes it 
will spread everywhere. Already there are communities where 
wonderful results are manifest. In a few years if these things 
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continue I look for results which should be no less than astonish- 
ing. In Flint, Michigan, for instance, where community music— 
an outgrowth of the music in the schools—has been developed 
among all classes of pepole, laboring men included, it is signifi- 
cant that there have been no strikes, no labor troubles of any 
name or nature. Thinking men everywhere are beginning to 
take notice of these things. The following excerpt from a re- 
cent address is an interesting instance: “Each child in our 
public schools should be given the chance to the greatest joy in 
life—the art of music. It will influence their whole careers and 
enable them to give pleasure to others—and there is nothing 
finer in life than to give pleasure to others. But from a more 
practical standpoint, music instruction in our schools will teach 
the children the value of disciplined co-operation and team-work 
_ for the lack of which our great industries are severely suffering.” 
This was said not by a music teacher at a supervisors’ conven- 
tion but by none other than Charles W. Elliot, president-emeri- 
tus of Harvard University in addressing one thousand members | 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce at the recent inaugural 
dinner tendered their president. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the School Committee and 
you as Superintendent for the privilege of serving as Music Su- 
pervisor in the Town of Falmouth. And last, but by no means 
least, I wish to thank the teachers and pupils for their helpful 
and enthusiastic co-operation.

Dear Sir: 
There is an old proverb, “Life is serious, art is gay”. It is 
this genuine gayety that pervades life and goes beyond life 
which, to a small degree, I am trying to give to all children. 
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Many excellent lives have been lived and are being lived by valu- 
able individuals who lack a sense of harmony, and a certain 
joyous understanding of the world of absolute values—the 
world of beauty. It is my belief that man misses a vital quality 
of the ultimate happiness without some appreciation of aesthe- 
tics. I do not expect to mould artists, I do not even expect to 
find or develop exceptional ability or talent in my special field. 
But I expect all my pupils, big and small, to see with open eyes 
and a receptive mind. My tiny people have been studying shape, 
size, colour. I have attempted to lighten the burden of these 
difficult subjects by putting them into appealing guises, instruct- 
ing the child so that it is almost unconscious of being taught, 
yet consciously satisfied in its love of play and make-believe. 
The appeal of animals, delectable foods and dainties, familiar 
characters of fiction, etc., is of course especially strong to the 
small groping mind. I have laid special stress on the holydays 
and have felt with the child and have had the child feel with me 
the visual joy of festivities. At times I have had even Grade I 
discard models and attempt a free-hand copy of what I offered 
them on the board. But generally grades I and II traced around 
models whereas grades III and IV used their own little pencils 
and crayons independently on their own papers. I have 
attempted, nevertheless, in all older classes always to make and 
bring to school one finished model, showing the solution of the 
problems set. Frequently I have also elucidated this finished 
problem by putting on the board helpful suggestions for the be- 
ginning and development of the picture. ‘This appears to me a 
fair incentive to the child. It crystallizes the mental image which 
the child forms for its work and also, like a life-saver, keeps the 
child from drowning in an ocean of confused conceptions. But 
among the m aturer pupils, starting perhaps with the seventh 
grade, I invariably urge them deliberately to make some small 
change from my model, so as to give the maturing boy or girl 
confidence and opportunity for the development of imagination. 

In work from nature, as from foliage, still-life objects etc., 
the boys and girls have naturally each made his or her individual 
drawing and painting, differing each according to the optical 
viewpoint towords the object depicted. Beginning with the 
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fifth grade, I have had the pupils grow familiar with water 
colours. 

In expressing my wish to have boys and girls have an oppor- 
tunity to increase their joy of life by contact with nature, I am 
eager not to misrepresent my conception of what the funda- 
mental joy is. I mean by no means that drawing and painting 
should be brought playfully to the minds of boys and girls. In 
the eighth and ninth grades especially, I introduce the rudi- 
ments of perspective and anatomy. This gives the pupils a solid 
foundation and will eventually give them greater facility in 
perception. 

I have a class of advanced pupils who are beyond the years 
of taking drawing because it is required. These pupils are 
fundamentally mature in their attitude. With them I try to 
touch on the principal features of high and commercial art. 
They have made a joint calendar in pen and ink with colour 
schemes attached in professional manner; they are designing 
magazine covers and shall later work in charcoal from our High 
School casts in the manner in which the art student studies in 
the Art School. 

Lastly I mention my monthly talks on the History of Art. 
It is a pleasure to me to speak to so attentive a group as the High 
School principal, teachers and pupils. 

I want to express my gratitude for the co-operation of the 
adminstration and teachers and for their sympathy with my aim. 
My aim is to enlarge the child’s mental reservoir of joy by its 
understanding of beauty.

I herewith submit report of the Domestic Arts Department 
of the High and Junior High School in Falmouth, Massachu- 
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setts, for the year ending December, 1922. 

This year, the course has been outlined only for Sewing and 
the schedule provides for two single periods a week in the first 
and second years of the Junior High School and for a laboratory 
period each week in the third year of the course. 

The Sewing outline is as follows: 

a. The elements of Sewing

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REPORT OF AGRICULTURAL INSTRUCTOR 


December 15, 1922. 
Mr. Carl Holman, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit my report of the work of the Vocational 
Agricultural Department of the Lawrence High School for the 
last year, together with a brief summary of such outside work as 
the Instructor has from time to time been called upon to perform. 

Due to the unfortunate illness of Mr. Hawkes, my predeces- 
sor, the work of the Agricultural Department was interrupted 
- in the middle of the school year, and some matters were serious- 
ly neglected at just the wrong time. 

The Poultry Club work, carried on by the local Agricultural 
Department in conjunction with Miss Dorothy Pierce of Hy- 
annis, County Leader of Junior Extension Work, was a failure 
the past season. This year, however, we have a Poultry Club 
well under way and look forward to many good meetings and 
most prosperous returns at the end of the year. 

The Project Work of the Department this year was not as 
satisfactory as it should have been, due partly to the change in 
instructors at just the time when Project Work, particularly 
Poultry Projects, should have been at their highest point of 
production. 

Seven boys started projects and six completed their work, 
four with Poultry Projects and two with Garden Projects. The 
two Garden Projects showed but slight profit, whereas the 
Poultry Projects showed a profit of over $1,000, an average of 
over $250 per project. 

Instead of Project Work, two boys carried’ on other super- 
vised Agricultural Work. 

Last year the class consisted of a total of thirteen boys. 
Four of these dropped out of school during the year, two 
dropped out at the close of school in June, one removed from 
town, and one was graduated. 

The latter, Arthur Briggs, is now attending the two year 
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course at the Massachusetts Agricultural College. " 

The class work the past year consisted of Gardening. and 
Small Fruits for the Junior Group and Cattle and Dairying for 
the Senior Group. 

In May, the boys from the Senior Group, with only the short 
training of a month’s time, went to Amherst and took part in the 
Stock Judging Contest held in connection with High School 
Day at the Massachusetts Agricultural College. In this contest, 
the team, composed of Arthur and Edward Briggs and Harold 
Dushame, took second place judging against eight other teams. 

In the Swine Contest, the boys took individual honors by 
carrying off the first three prizes as follows: 

Arthur Briggs Ist 
Edward Briggs 2nd 
Harold Dushame 3rd 

The Department has tried to maintain a very close contact 
between the Instructors and pupils by at least weekly visits 
throughout the season in order to view the Project Work and 
give advice and encouragement to them in their work. 

It is my firm belief that the Agricultural Instructor must be 
more ‘of a big brother and personal adviser than a mere class- 
room teacher. For this reason the larger part of the Instruc- 
tor’s time is spent outside of the school building in visiting the 
boys in their home surroundings and studying their individual 
problems and needs. 

Besides the regular agricultural work connected with. the 
High School Department, the Instructor had charge of the 
School Gardens. Fifty children signed applications for aid 
during the summer but only about fifteen carried their work 
through as agreed. Some of these were also in County Club 
Work. : 

The children’s Department at the Falmouth Fair showed the 
high class of products which the children can produce. 

The Instructor received a call in August to help out with 
the special Cape Cod Exhibit at the Barnstable Fair. Practically 
two weeks were devoted to soliciting products for this exhibit. 
This work was immediately followed by similar work in connec- 
tion with the local fair. 
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This fall, we thave a class of ten in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment at the High School, nine of whom are carrying Poultry 
Projects and belong to the County. Poultry Club. 

Although the class is slightly smaller than last year, I feel 
that, due to the scope of the work they are carrying on, the final 
results will be much more satisfactory than the past sason. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all who have shown their 
interest in the work of the Department and have co-operated 
with me since my arrival in Falmouth last March and ask for 
as enthusiastic support for the coming year.

The above statistical report covers the work done from the 
opening of school in Sept. 1921 up to the beginning of school 
this fall, whereas the detailed report includes work done not 
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only during this period »ut also that done during the fall of 1922. 

The program for health work in the schools has been con- 
ducted along two main lines (1) work in the school buildings, 
(2) work with the school children in the homes. Under the first 
heading namely the work in the school buildings, comes the 
checking up of vaccinations, the eye and ear examinations, as- 
sisting the school physician twice a year with the physical ex- 
aminations, the inspection of the children, ever watchful for an 
outbreak of any contagious disease, the examining of heads and 
the teaching of health by short talks. The work among the 
school children outside the school consists namely in the making 
of home visits inquiring into the cause of absentees and the ex- 
plaining to the parents the defects found in the school as a re- 
sult of the examinations, in every case giving advice regarding 
the remedying of such defects. The Throat, Dental and Eye 
Clinics held at the Health Center are expressly for the school 
children which makes it possible for the defects to be cared for 
by specialists at reasonable rates... - 

Before school opened in Sept. 1921, a survey was made of 
the number of children entering school. Opportunity was given 
them to take advantage of the vaccination clinic held by the 
Board of Health. Nearly every one attended the clinic so that 
when school opened practically all the new-comers had been 
vaccinated which was a novel experience for the school teachers 
and great satisfaction to us. The same plan was carried out 
this year with equal success. 

Since the checking up of the vaccinations had thus been 
simplified we were able to begin the eye and ear examinations 
almost at the beginning of the school year which made it possible 
to hold the eye clinic before the winter term. The advantage is 
evident. In a few cases improvement in the school work by the 
use of glasses was so marked that a repetition of a ‘year’s work 
was avoided. This year instead of sending notices to the parents 
of the eye defects home visits were made directly after examina- 
tions. In November the specialists from New Bedford held a 
clinic for the school children at the Health Center. 

’ Results are beginning to be seen from the corrective. vetle 
done upon the teeth and the throats. For the past year the 
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general health among the school children has been exception- 
ally good and no epidemics of any sort have arisen. This is part- 
ly due to the fact that there are fewer physical defects among the 
children and partly to the close watch of the teachers who report 
any suspicious cases. Without their splendid co-operation it 
would be impossible to carry on our work. I cannot speak too 
highly of the manner in which every teacher co-operates and 
manifests interests in the welfare of the school children. 

During the past winter we were able to weigh and measure 
all the school children and kept track of their weights for three 
months. The per cent of underweights was low, the largest 
number being found among the children in the higher grades. 
‘We hope to be able to continue this work this winter and lay 
greater stress upon the underweights, endeavoring to bring them 
up to normal.

I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of Physical Edu- 
cation in the Falmouth Public Schools. 

Mr. Carl Schrader, State Supervisor of Physical Education 
states that “the forming of correct habits may be accepted as the 
general objective of Physical Education.” He desires us to 
accomplish our purpose of health advancement as much as 
possible through organized play. To combine the improvement 
of health with the teaching of team spirit, good sportsmanship 
and fair play. I have tried to plan my work, following these 
suggestions as far as possible. 

Every grade room is visited by me once a week. In the 
first and second grades the work is informal consisting of action 
stories, folk dancing, simple games and fundamental posture 
work, -In the grades from the third through the sixth the first 
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part of the period is devoted to formal exercises, a new lesson 
plan is left with each teacher. These exercises are advanced 
week by week and are primarily for posture and bodily coordina- 
tion. The last part of the given over to organized games. To 
this end two inflated leather balls and twelve rope quoits have 
been placed in each building. 

The major game for the upper grades is Circle Dodge Ball. 
Teams have been organized and a very interesting game was 
played between the boys’ teams of East Falmouth and the Vil- 
lage schools. More such inter-school competition is planned 
for spring activities. 

In the village school individual work is being done with 
those children whose posture warrants special attention. Sim- 
ilar work is being planned for the new East Falmouth school. 

My work in the Junior and Senior High Schools is only 
with the girls. Each girl reporting for forty minutes of physical 
training twice a week. The work here might be divided into 
three seasons. As long as the weather permitted classes were 
conducted on the High School Athletic field and confined to 
marching tactics, posture work and organized games. For the 
first and second year Junior High School the games have been 
simple team games involving the motions and handling of the 
equipment used in the more highly organized games. In the 
third year Junior High School and the entire Senior High 
School practically all the play part of the period was spent on 
Field Ball. , Since the weather has made outdoor work im- 
possible the classes have been conducted in the lower hall of the 
Town Hall. Here the work is more formal, the time being 
divided into periods of marching tactics, calisthenics and folk 
dancing and what few simple games the limited space permits. 

In the spring classes will again be taken out doors and a 
large portion of the time devoted to organized games and such 
track and field activities as feasible for girls of High School age. 

Through the kindness of the Selectmen the High School 
girls have been allowed the use of the Town Hall for Basketball 
practice Tuesdays and Thursdays from 4.30 to 6. A team has 
been organized and a series of games arranged with teams from 
neighboring towns. 
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I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Superintendent 
of Schools and all those with whom my work has brought me 
in contact. Their kindness and hearty cooperation has made my 
work a decided pleasure.
